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technical contributions not exceeding
$2,000 per contributor, when in accord-
ance with the recommendation of the
Board and in conformity with applica-
ble law and regulations.

(b) The Chairperson, Inventions and
Contributions Board, is delegated au-
thority to approve and execute grants
of awards not exceeding $2,000 per
awardee, upon the notification that:

(1) A Patent Application Award has
been recommended by the Board pursu-
ant to §1240.105(a);

(2) A Software Release Award has
been recommended by the Board pursu-
ant to §1240.105(b); or

(3) A Tech Briefs Award has been rec-
ommended by the Board pursuant to
§1240.105(c).
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§1245.100 Scope.

This subpart prescribes regulations
for the waiver of rights of the Govern-
ment of the United States to inven-
tions made under NASA contract in
conformity with section 305 of the Na-
tional Aeronautics and Space Act of
1958, as amended (42 U.S.C. 2457).

§1245.101 Applicability.

The provisions of the subpart apply
to all inventions made or which may be
made under conditions enabling the
Administrator to determine that the
rights therein reside in the Govern-
ment of the United States under sec-
tion 305(a) of the National Aeronautics
and Space Act of 1958, as amended, 42
U.S.C. 2457(a). The provisions do not
apply to inventions made under any
contract, grant, or cooperative agree-
ment with a nonprofit organization or
small business firm that are afforded
the disposition of rights as provided in
35 U.S.C. 200-204 (Pub. L. 96-517, 94
Stat. 3019, 3020, 3022 and 3023; and Pub.
L. 98-620, 98 Stat. 3364-3367).

§1245.102 Definitions and terms.

As used in this subpart:

(a) Contract means any actual or pro-
posed contract, agreement, under-
standing, or other arrangement with
the National Aeronautics and Space
Administration (NASA) or another
Government agency on NASA’s behalf,
including any assignment, substitution
of parties, or subcontract executed or
entered into thereunder, and including
NASA grants awarded under the au-
thority of 42 U.S.C. 1891-1893.
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
